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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

As conveyed in the allowable subject matter section of the office action 
dated 1 2/29/201 1 , with regard to claim 25, the prior art of record, alone or in 
combination, does not disclose "responsive to determining, in the monitoring 
step, that the maximum allowed execution runtime of the first configuration is 
exceeded, removing, by the processor, the first configuration and the one or 
more other configurations" in the context of and in combination with the 
remaining limitations of the claim. With regard to claim 32, the prior art of record, 
alone or in combination, does not disclose "responsive to determining in the 
monitoring step that the maximum allowed execution runtime is exceeded, 
removing the first configuration and configuring the field with a second 
configuration prior to readout of all of the data elements of the data vector, such 
that a second subset of the data elements of the data vector remains unread in 
the memory arrangement; and subsequent to the removing of the first 
configuration and the configuring of the field with the second configuration, 
sequentially reading, by the field using the second configuration, one or more 
data elements of the second subset of the data elements" in the context of and in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claim.
